oll sales of breeding stock, pedigree always counts for some- 


pm l the existence of certain lines of breeding may so take the 
fancy of purchasers that something a good deal more than the 
“back value” of the animal will willingly be paid. But when the 
stock yards are reached, the transactions resolve themselves into 
the question of what an animal may be worth to be turned into 
beef. We do not decry the importance of pedigree even when the 
stock yards are reached, for in the production of the best class of 
even commercial stock, “blood” will always tell. The point, how- 
ever, to be emphasized is that the sole consideration which the 
buyer has in view in his transactions in fat stock at these sales is 
what the careass will “peg” out at, when it reaches the butcher’s 
counter. 
It is when this test of the verdict of the stock yards sales is ap- 
plied to the Aberdeen-Angus breed that cultivators of the variety 
have most cause for boasting of their favourites. No breed has 
established such a record in the wholesale beef markets of America 
as has the Aberdeen-Angus breed, and no other breed has on so 
many occasions produced the material for “market topping” and 
for the establishment of new records. 

It would of course be an idle boast to say that on every occa- 
sion that Aberdeen-Angus cattle appear in the stock yards they 
command the top prices going; but this is most emphatically as-

serted, and we hope will 
be satisfactorily proved 
in the course of this 
chapter—that in the 
season of the year when 
the very best classes 
of killing cattle are be- 


ing placed on the market, the Aberdeen-Angus has foi many years 
held the record of successive markets, and has justly earned for 
itself the proud title of “market topper.” Taking a general aver- 
age of the run of the market prices for any series of recent years, 
live stock salesmen have, without exception almost, found that 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle can safely be counted upon as leading all 
other breeds by at least a quarter to half a dollar per 100 lbs. 

It will not be necessary to go back further than the year 1888; 
indeed it was only then that Aberdeen-Angus steers in any great 
numbers began to make their appearance at the sales. In the sum- 
mer of that year there was a great and sharp and rather remark- 
able rise in the pricé of fat cattle, and the top price reached at 
the Union Stock Yards of Chicago was $6.75. ‘This price was re- 
ceived by Mr. Leverett Leonard, of Mount Leonard, Missouri, for 
a lot of sixteen Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and it constituted the high- 
est. price paid for fat cattle since 1884 up to that time. Mr. 
Leonard’s cattle weighed 1593 lbs. on the average. At the same 
sale a lot of 16 Shorthorns averaging 1468 lbs., being the leading 
lot of that breed for the day, made 25 cents less, and sixteen Here- 
fords, of an average weight of 1570 lbs. also made $6.50. 

In addition to the enhanced price Mr. Leonard received for 
his Aberdeen Angus cattle, as compared with the exposers of the

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Beef Handling Down in “Cotton Country’ 


Since in the past 
beef raising has been re- 
garded as big business 
and a thing for cheap 
lands and many acres 
and since the relation of 
product to feed and care 
is more easily studied in 
feeding for milk than when beef is produced; the feeding and care 
of beef animals has not been made as scientific as that of dairy- 
ing. But since the trend of the population has been westward, 
thus taking up the ranger and robbing the ranchman of his eco- 
nomic advantage of cheap lands, the problem of beef making has 
resolved itself into one of farm breeding and high priced lands. 
With this change in conditions, attention has been turned toward 
the South (with her long growing seasons) for aid in the meat sup- 
ply. Far-sivhted men, seeing this evolution in our meat produc- 
tion, have urged that our people take advantage of this situation 
and profit by turning our mild climate, rough and cheap foods 
into profitable meat for the nation. 

Back fifty to eighty years ago, the South contained many 
head of cattle, but the increase in population and the growing of 
cotton, with the one crop system, gradually pushed out live stock 
and depleted our lands, till now in the place of the boll wevil, our 
farmers are turning to beef cattle, realizing that more land can be 
handled with less labor, the productivity of the soil increased and 
the fertilizer bill be cut by a well rounded plan of live stock 
farming, that fits into our system of farming, thus distrikuting 
labor the year ’round. 

With this return of live stock work where the medium to high 
priced land and small farm play an important role in our beef 
supply, it behooves us to look to our laurels and pay more attention 
to our pastures, to our feeds, and last but not least to the manage- 
ment and care of our herds. 

This change from range to farm raised cattle has developed a 
demand for an early maturing animal; for the farmer on a few 
acres can not afford to keep steers from two to four years before 
“cashing in.” He must develop an animal that will mature into 
good and profitable beef in eighteen months to two years. To do 
this, there must be an abundance of cheap feeds used, and waste 
must be avoided. The South, with her long growing seasons, can 
raise cheap rough feeds, hence with the proper care and manage- 
ment, she will produce her share of the beef at a profit and im- 
prove her lands, for it has been shown that beef can be produced 
cheaper in the South than elsewhere. 

The success of the cattleman is largely determined by the care 
and management of his herd. The first consideration is the cost 
of maintenance, which must be kept at the minimum. This does 
not mean that the cattle should be starved, but rather that skill 
in feeding and management be used to keep out unnecessary ex- 
pense. 

Do not think that you can starve the breeding cows and get 
a 100 per cent. crop of healthy calves. This is a bad business and 
the loss in calves is more

During March and April, feed suvply is running low, man af 
our farmers then turn the cattle out on the pastures to Dick th 
first green sprigs of new grass that show up and forget to - 
tinue the feeding. This is a mistake in more ways than one, The 
grass is retarded in its growth by too close grazing; hence the 
pasture will not carry the maximum number of cows that it 
would, could the grass have gotten a start, and the cows will lose 
in flesh and have a hard time “coming back.” Much better results 
can be had by feeding the herd a little longer till the grass makes 
sufficient growth to carry the maximum number of cattle. Cattle 
carried through the winter and spring in good condition and turned 
on good grass will have little trouble at calving time, wil] bring 
the maximum calf crop, and will produce calves that are capable of 
being grown out at an early age. 

‘GROW OUT THE YOUNG STOCK;” for it is the well-grow, 
rounded out young stock that bring the high prices. Begin develop. 
ing the calves by feeding the dam before the calf is dropped. The 
development of the calves through the dam is accomplished only 
after the dam receives her own sustenance, and whatever may he 
exacted for labor and milk production is satisfied. Feed, judicious. 
ly, the dam on bone, muscle and tissue building feeds, such as 
peanut, peavine and alfalfa hay; add to this silage and velvet 
beans, a little cotton seed meal and straw. Remember that a 
the end of the fourth month of pregnancy the bovine foetus weighs 
4% lbs.; during the fifth month there is an increase of 50 per 
cent. in length and weight.

Thus, you see 
if her ration is lacking in the required elements, the young must 
certainly suffer. If he suffers before he is born, he does not get an 
even start with the world; hence he will not develop as easily and 
rapidly as he should.

Pidustry as an aid in building up a richer soil for increased produc- 
tion of crops through the agency of manure produced by the cattle 
and of velvet beans for winter grazing, thus saving a great deal by 
reducing the amount of high priced fertilizer commonly used on 
But Mr. Bates realized also that the development of a pure 


heed berd would be much more profitable than the continued main- 
tenance of even a high grade herd. — 
Consequently, in 1915 he went in for pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 


cattle, his first purchase being a pure bred bull and two pure bred 
heifers through the aid of the extension service of Clemson college. 
This initial purchase was followed a little later by the purchase of 
three other cows bought within the state. With this small founda- 
tion herd Mr. Bates did well and produced good individuals, the 
young bulls being sold and heifers retained in the herd. ; 

In the fall of 1919, however, the owner decided that the time 
had come to replace his herd bull and increase the number of breed- 
ing cows and heifers. Having kept up with show records and con- 
temnorary breed history, he decided that his best field of oppor- 
tunity for purchasing excellent individuals at reasonable prices was 
in East Tennessee. With encouragement and assistance received 
from Lawrence Wolfe, then county agent of Orangeburg county, 
W. L. Glover of the Edisto National bank of Orangeburg and the 
animal husbandman of the extension service of Clemson college, he 
purchased a herd bull and a number of cows, all of excellent breed 
lines and individual quality. 

Mr. Bates’ herd bull is Black Boden A. 248340. This bull was 
secured from the herd that furnished the grand champion at the In- 
ternational in 1919. His sire is Prince Albert Ito sired by Prince 
Ito. Boden’s dam, Rosemere Blackbird Lass 128966, is the dam of 
the first prize junior yearling at the 1919 International. Black 
Boden himself was the next herd bull to the late Idolmere in the 
Huggins’ herd, Idolmere, as already stated, being the bull that put 
the South on the Aberdeen-Angus live stock map. To show the 
value which Dr. Huggins places upon Black Boden, Mr. Bates quotes, 
as follows, from a letter from Dr. Huggins in which he states: 

“Had I known that we should lose Idolmere, you could not have 
gotten your bull Black Boden for any sum.” 

The fact that some of Black Boden’s calves are in Dr. Huggins’ 
present show herd also proves his value. 

The blood lines represented in Black Boden nick in admirably 
with the blood lines in his leading cows, so that it is natural to ex-

uality. Some of these herd cows 
are listed briefly below.

Sylva Twin 2d 267286, another of these, now has a fine heifer 
calf by Knight 2d of Rosemere, another half-brother of Idolmere. 

Pride Lva Y. 281928, and Joubert Girl 251287, are two more of 
the leading members of the herd. These and several more deserve 
more attention than can be given in this brief account. 

Concerning the selection and purchase of his cattle, Mr. Bates 
writes as follows: 

“They were selected first upon their individuality. Herds of 
several breeds were gone through in selecting these individuals, and 
after selection had been made upon individuality, pedigrees were 
examined carefully before final decision. You may rest assured 
that I shall strive to maintain and further improve the excellence of 
the herd. It is now under state and federal supervision, and after 
ome more test is made for tuberculosis it will become an accredited 


—— 
The Boy as a Stockman. 


It is a natural thing for the boy on the farm to be fond of 
live stock. This liking may take a different form with different 
boys and on different farms; but in every case there is the same 
tendency for them to make friends with the calves, colts, lambs or 
young pigs, as the case may be. Some boys may display this de- 
sire to associate with the young stock by doing their share of the 
chores with unusual willingness for a farm hand of that age, while 
others may manifest it in the enjoyment that they take out of 
playing “wild west” with the calves that are out in the corral 
for exercise in the spring time. The point is this: As a general 
rule it isn’t hard to interest the average boy in live stock in some 
form or other and if that interest can _ retained until he reached 
an age when he is able to realize the financial benefit that is to be 
derived from his association with stock, he is not apt to leave the 
farm nor to own a farm which is not well equipped with stock. 

That period lying between the age at which a boy associates 
with calves, colts, lambs and young pigs just because he likes the 
things of nature, and when he reaches the age that he begins to 
realize that it is to his advantage financially to associate a them, 
is the one to which too little attention is paid by most fathers. 
Many boys at this stage get too much live stock with the result 
that they are sickened of the farm entirely or resolve to have a 
farm of their own where live stock are not kept. The boy who has 

to stay out in the barn “choring” at feed- 
ing and cleaning out the calves until it is

time to go to the house and change his boots 
for school—after which he rushes off ar- 
riving late—is not going to form a very 
kindly feeling toward mixed farming. Yet 
this is what happens on a great many farms, 
particularly where cows are milked. The 
boys have no particular interest in any one 
of the calves, all they think of in this con- 
nection are the chores that must be done 
night and morning, before and after school, 
and the dirty boots or rubbers that must be 
gotten into at night and out of in the morn- 
ing about twenty minutes before the school 
bell rings. This, then, it would seem, is a 
common cause of many of the “live stock- 
less” farms that we have today. Boys dur- 
ing the period mentioned and after leaving 
school have not had any personal interest 
in the animals around the farm and they 
have lost interest in the whole affair. 

There is a difference on the farm where 
the boys are given a calf, a colt, a lamb or 
a pair of pigs of their own, to care for and 
to derive the benefit from when such ani- 
mals become of breeding or saleable age. 
The boy does not then see only the work 
or, as is sometimes the case, drudgery, that 
is connected with the care of his own and 
other calves and [Continued on page 30 
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Senor F. A. Reit of Uruguay Chose Doddies 


Senor F. A. Reit, of Salto, 
Uruguay, is one of the big cattle- 
men of South America who have 
chosen the Aberdeen-Angus as 
the best breed for their condi- 
tions. Senor Reit owns 20,000 
acres in Brazil and rents another 
8,000 in Uruguay. On _ these 
broad acres he now runs about 12,000 grade Aberdeen-Angus, 
graded up by the use of pure bred bulls in the “plantels” to send 
the best grade sons into the common herds for quick grading from 
a small number of pure bred bulls. About 4,000 of these cattle 
are already all black and hornless, and the progress of the herds 
towards that standard is very rapid. 

One of the Reits, a nephew of the Brazilian cattle king, visited 
U. S. herds a year ago and picked out a few head to take to his 
uncle’s cattle domains. The cattle are now in their new home, far 
from their birth place and doing well. A son or two of Idolmere 
went on that trip and Illinois and Iowa breeders furnished about 
17 head, both bulls and females, to carry the message of northern 
Aberdeen-Angus to the cattle kingdoms developing south of Pan- 
ama. 

“Uncle started his Aberdeen-Angus herd about 18 years ago,” 
said young Reit when talking to the editor last year. “Only the 
bulls were pure bred,” he said, “50 to 60 cows being kept for each 
bull, depending on the age of the bulls. In starting a ‘plantel’ 
for the rapid grading up of the herds, about 60 of the best cows 
were picked out, style and form being particularly noted in this 
selection for foundation. A pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull, the 
best that could be found, was then put to work on this herd. From 
this bunch, the best bull calves were picked out and turned out 
with the range herds to take the place of the scrubs. When 8,000 
head were picked over to get 60 cows, you can see that the selec- 
tion was very close.” 

For 33 years the uncle has been in the cattle business. He 
started with Shorthorns and Herefords, and finally abandoned 
both for the Aberdeen-Angus after he had seen them all under the 
trying conditions of his climate and pests. There is an eye trouble 
that seems to bother the Doddie less than the other breeds. This 
trouble drove the Reits out of the Herefords. 

“We find the Aberdeen-Angus rustles with the Hereford and 
its quality at the market gets a pre- 
mium. In the Shorthorn we found 
the size, in the Hereford the width, 
but in the Aberdeen-Angus we get the 
quality with the width.” 

Cattle at 3 to 4 years of age are 
sold at the San Paulo and other mar- 
kets, the cattle coming right off the 
grass without any other feed what- 
ever. In Montevideo, Uruguay, just 
before sailing for the U. S., Senor 
Reit stated he saw 240 head of their 
cattle go to market. They were 4 to 
5 years old, weighed 1016 pounds; 
165 were Brazilians, 45 were Short- 
horns, and 40 were Aberdeen-Angus. 
The latter sold for about $2 per head 
above the others. On the days the 
Aberdeen-Angus are to be sold by 
Senor Mattes, who breeds the best in 
Uruguay, it is advertised and they 
quickly go at a premium. 

Salto is the second market and 
has the second show of the republic 
of Uruguay, according to Mr. Reit. 
Brazil is the best market for Uruguay 
bred cattle at present, as it is a limit- 
less cattle area only beginning to he 
developed. The Uruguayans cannot 
supply the demand for Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls in Brazil at present, one 
man taking five from the Reits and 
asking for 300 more. This Brazilian 
cattleman was running €0,000 head of 
cattle, and once he started to intro- 
duce the Doddie bull he was willing 
to take all he could get until his sires 
were all black. 

Senor Reit took six head south 
last year, getting two bulls from Illi- 
nois, as well as four heifers from

This, coy led 
with an actual shortage of meat in comparison with the worl 
needs, would justify higher prices not po for pure bred stock 
but for the finished animals as well. Just what conditions have 
influenced the price of finished animals is not clear, but manipu- 
lation has not directly affected the pure bred market except in 
far as it is dependent upon the demand for registered stock. 
There is nothing in the supply and demand of live stock py- 
ducts which justifies the present lack of confidence in the pure bred 
business.

The business world learned to be strictly honest not be- 
cause it worried about any particular brand of brimstone promised 
in the next world, but because it couldn’t do business on any other 
standard; it found it paid to be honest. Any violator of this first 
business principle immediately finds himself ostracised out of busi- 
ness; ditto in the pure bred business.

in the feed yard.

vest in high class breeding stock while val- 
ues are on a low level. If a man is fitted 
for the occupation of growing and develop- 
ing pure bred live stock and can secure the 
money necessary to make a start, he can not 
do better than to invest it in good seed stock 
at this time. Not only will he have a large 
selection offered him, but he will also .be 
able to take advantage of the situation 
caused by those men who decide to go out 
of business during a depression and who 
sacrifice their stocks. Some, perhaps, will 
be forced to sell in order to meet their obli- 
gations, but a great many more will sell 
and are now selling because they have be- 
come discouraged and have lost faith in 
their business. It is obvious that such tac- 
tics on the part of sellers will afford a 
choice bargain counter for the judicious in- 
vestor. 

Retrospective study of the live stock 
breeding business reveals that rarely if ever 
have the prices received by the breeder re- 
mained constant for any considerable per- 
iod. Depressions and their corresponding 
opposites, the periods of prosperity, have 
alternated periodically. After each depres- 
sion the business has gone ahead and again 
gotten on a profitable basis. Most of the 
money that has been made in the business, 
it will be found, has been accumulated by 
those who were conservative in the periods 
of hard times and who prepared to cash in 
when the good times came. On the other 
hand, most of the money that has been lost 
in the livé stock business has been lost by 
men who invested heavily when prices were 
high and then lost their courage and sold 
out when prices declined. The man who 
makes the raising of pure breds a permanent 
feature of his agriculture is the one who 
will derive the most satisfaction and the 
most profit from his business. 

The farmer who lives on the high-priced 
land of the corn belt will do well to consider 
making the breeding of pure bred live stock 
a part of his farming scheme. Given the 
proper attention, there is no feature of the 
farm that will afford more satisfaction or 
yield more profit than a herd of pure bred 
animals. The past few years have seen a 
tremendous advance in the price of land in 
the corn belt. Most of this advance prom- 
ises to be retained, notwithstanding the de- 
cline in farm products. Many farmers who 
bought this high priced land have helped to 
pay for it with the income from their pure 
bred live stock. By investing in good pure 
breds they were enabled to received much 
larger returns with the same outlay in feed 
and labor than if grades had been handled. 


Live stock farming is really the only per- 
manent and self supporting type of farming. 
The farmer who markets his grain in the 
form of meat does more than merely utilize 
his grain to the most profitable advantage. 
He leaves upon the soil most of the fertil- 
ity that the crop has removed instead of de- 
pleting the soil, the result when the grain 
is sold off the farm. 

The present season is one when grains 
are not bringing their cost of production on 
the market. The only loophole left for the 
corn belt farmer this year is to convert his 
grain into meat. That is his only chance 
of making a profit. Year in and year out 
the live stock farmer is the one who comes 
out. on the right side of the ledger. 

It is true that not every farmer is fitted 
by temperament to become a live stock 
breeder. Some men would probably not be 
successful under the most auspicious cir- 


cumstances. However, the man who loves 
to work with animals and who can secure 
financial backing has no finer opportunity 
awaiting him than that now presented by 
the pure bred live stock business. He has

out young animals is well paid for and the 
the calf will more than pay for the cost 
than at any other time in its life. Calves 
that are starved and stunted never grow 
out to well developed animals and are hard 
to sell. Feed the calves as soon as they will 
eat, on good clean hay, a little cracked corn, 
oats and wheat brand; a little cotton seed 
meal might be added. Feed silage to the 
calves as soon as they will eat it, taking 
care to give them only the bright parts; 
and by the time he is ready to wean he will 
be a well grown fellow, capable of taking 
care of himself and the chances are that 


good men will pay you a lovely price for — 


m. 

Cull the herd closely, steer the inferior 
bulls (50 per cent. of all) and send the poor 
heifers to the butcher. Sell no breeding 
stock from your place except good ones that 
will “Advertise,” keep the young heifers, 
and the young bulls separated, for it takes 
only a little while for the little bulls to get 
“ranty,” and before you know it you have 
some of your best young heifers “bred too 
young.” If you let your herd bull run with 
the cows then keep the heifers in a separate 
pasture, and do not breed them till they are 
18 months old, for if you breed them too 
early they will make under-sized cows. 
Breed the cows that the calves may come 
when you may have the better opportunity 
to look after them. 

Keep the herd bull in his separate pas- 
ture with the young bulls and have him serve 
the cows only once. If you Lave a small 
herd and only limited pasture and the bulls 
run with the herd then keep a close eye for 
the cows coming in heat; when she is served 
take her from the herd for a day or so; 
this will cause less worry on the bull and 
the herd. Keep the bull in condition at all 
times, not only that he may do his work, 
but a good looking bull is the best adver- 
tisement on your farm. 

The foregoing deals mainly with the pure 
bred herd, but holds good with the grade 
herd. Keep no cow in the herd that does 
not bring a gocd calf each year—if she 
does not bring a calf you don’t need her. 
Keep your young heifers in the grade herd 
separated from the main herd. Steer all 
the little bulls and keep them separated 
from the breeding herd. 

Breed your cows so that most of the 
calves will be approximately the same age, 
for when the buyer comes he likes to see a 
uniform: bunch of your stuff; consequently, 
you have no trouble in making sales.

Horseshoes. 


Yesterday I saw an old blacksmith at 
work. I wondered why, with his age and 
experience, he had never risen above black- 
smithing. I watched him for a few minutes 
and then the reason dawned upon me. 

He hit the anvil three times to every blow 
on the horseshoe. He counted with even 
less than one blow in four because, instead 
of hitting the iron while it was hot, he gave 
it three chances to one to cool down. 


Apply that to publicity and get a good 


line on the value of continuity in adver- 
tising. Every stroke on the anvil is like 
beating the air—just fanning the iron. Don’t 
let your publicity horseshoe cool down. 
Keep pounding and make every stroke 
count.

It would be possible for the big 
breeders, through advertising, to inspire 
confidence among the smaller breeders and 
in that way inspire confidence in the busi- 
ness as a whole. At least the older breeders 
could express their belief in the future of 
the business to their friends and former 
customers, many of whom are small breed- 
ers, even though they do not see fit to 
advertise.—Farmer and Stockman.

In 1892 Mr. J. D. Eubank, 
Slater, Missouri, had the top price of $7.00, 
which was repeated in 1893 by W. C. White, 
the record maker of 1891, in each case the 
carloads being of Aberdeen-Angus breeding. 
Values fell some in 1894, but still the place 
of honour was retained by the Aberdeen- 
Angus. In October of that year, in the 
yards at Chicago thirty head of 1447 lbs. 
Aberdeen-Angus bullocks brought $6.36, 
the top price for that month since 188, 
with the exception of 1891. But a record 
for the year was established by Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle before the year had spun its 
course, namely, $6.60, thanks to these suc- 
cessful breeders and feeders, Messrs. J. 
Evans Jr. & Son, Emerson, Iowa. In the 
summer of 1895 cattle were selling vety 
dear, but at the December sales prices fell 
away somewhat, the top quotation being 
$5.50 made by an Aberdeen-Angus carload, 
again shown by Mr. White. 

The year 1896 is an important one, for 
this among other reasons, that the late M.. 
L. H. Kerrick, Bloomington, then for the 
first time secured the top quotation of the 
market. No breeder of any variety of cat- 
tle has within recent years placed so many 
animals on the fat market which have come 
out at the top, and no Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder holds a more honorable position 
regard to the brilliant record of the breed 
at the stock yard sales. The doings of the 
Bloomington cattle have added a chapter to 
the history of the Aberdeen-Angus breed i 
regard to beef production, without whi 
the annals would be distinctly the poorel.

| force of the truth of Mr. M’Whor- 
mt shone is, however, best. brought 
out by the events of more recent years. 
Take, for instance, the year 1899. In Sep- 
tember of that year, twenty-eight head of 
cattle fed by Mr. John M’Fall, Terre Haute, 
indiana, and of an average weight of 1496 
lps. sold at Chicago at $6.86, which was 
just about the highest price obtained at the 
Union Stock Yaras at Chicago since 1892, 
while it was the highest price made by 
September-marketed cattle since 1884. Nor 
did they stand quite all by themselves, for 
in the same month Mr. Herman Brummer, 
of Cherokee, Iowa, sold “Doddies” of his 
own feeding, weighing 1436 lbs., at $6.75; 
while Mr. E. T. Cabeen, Mercer, county, 
lilinois, sold fifteen grade Aberdeen-Angus 
steers averaging 1565 lbs. at $6.70. 

In the following month Mr. J M. Buiad- 
shaw, Hancock county, Illinois, sold 72 head 
of cattle at Chicago, averaging 1326 lbs. 
Of these, thirty head were ot the Aberdeen- 
Angus bieed and sold for $6.00, while the 
balance, which were grade Shorthorns, sold 
at $0.90, a very clear case of Aberdeen-An- 
gus cattle forming a part of the same lot 
and marketed under the same conditions, 
yet taking a distinctive place in the list of 
market values. 

In the succeeding month (November 
1899) Mr. Fred V. Stowe, a skillful lowa 
feeder, had on the Chicago market thirty- 
two head of Wyoming bred steers, Aber- 
deen-Angus grades, averaging 1578 lbs. 
They sold at $6.90, topping the market by 
20 cents for that day over all cattle. 

But it was at the December sales that the 
record for the, year was established. In the 
beginning of that month Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle were selling at $7.40. This figure 
was obtained by a carload of Aberdeen-An- 
gus steers put on the market by Mr. Alex 
Shepherd, Clinton county, Missouri, and 
they were the first lot that had touched 
that figure since Mr. Brandon’s lot in 1890. 
The steers were all sired by Edwin Fortest 
(bred by Mr. Wallace Estill), and were 
calved in March, April, and May, 1897. As 
another example ot how easily Aberdeen- 


Angus cattle will put on flesh, it may be. 


stated that these steers received no special 
treatment beyond just being well-kept. 
They ran on good grass the summer of 1898, 
and went into the feed lot about November 
1. They were full-fed on ear corn during 
the winter and half fed on good grass dur- 
ing the summer of 1899. They were on full 
feed probably seventy days betore shipment. 
The last thirty days they had corn, shelled 
oats and bran twice each day. ‘The net 
price on these two-year-olds was $109.63 
per head. 

An advance on that price was however, 
recorded at the sale on December 13, when 
Mr. L. H. Kerrick sold sixteen high grade 
Aberdeen-Angus steers at $8.25. At the 
same time two pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
steers shown by Mr. Stanley R. Pierce, 
Creston, of whom Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
have much cause to be proud, brought $8.50 
per cwt. Not for the long period of sixteen 
years had such a price been got for carload 
lots as that made by Mr. Kerrick’s steers, 
and the $8.50 mark reached by the Creston 
steers had then no parallel till as far back 
as 1882. Mr. Kerrick’s steers averaged two 
years In age, and 1536 lbs. in weight and 
not only did they top the carload market,

It is interesting to note 
that on the very next day Mr. Kerrick again 
reached the $8.25 standard with a consign- 
ment of twelve head of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle under two years of age, and averaging 
in weight 1380 lbs. The Bloomington lot of 
sixteen dressed out at 65.6 per cent. of 
dead to live weight. As stated, the Creston 
Aberdeen-Angus bullocks made the highest 
price at the Chicago market since 1882. 
They were both bred and fed by Mr. Pierce 
and at two years old weighed respectively 
1750 lbs., and they killed out at 68 per cent. 
The steers were reared on grass and ordin- 
ary farm feed, and were finished on ground 
corn, oats and bran mixed. : 

Mr. Kerrick, however, still had fresh 
ground to break, and the year 1900 saw it 
broken with a vengeance, establishing a 
record in the history of the beef trade of 
Chicago. As noted elsewhere Mr. Kerrick 


at the International Show that year had the 
carload championship, and it was this lot 
that made history. But before dealing more 
minutely with the wonderful achievements 
of the Bloomington steers some other cases 


may be sighted as showing that this was” 


not a unique or solitary instance of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle touching the highest lim- 
its of the market. 

In the first week of December, at Chi- 
cago, Mr. V. M. Scott, Paris, Illinois, topped 
the steer market by 15 cents with a load 
of Aberdeen-Angus grade steers that aver- 
aged 1463 lbs., and brought $6.00 per cwt. 
There were on the market that day no 
fewer than 23,000 cattle. The Aberdeen- 
Angus toppers weighed close to 1500 lbs., 
and had the lead by at least 15 cents per 
cewt. Two days later the top price was $6.50 
paid for some Aberdeen-Angus grade steers 
(yearlings) and heifers. This was account-

Mr. Wheatley 
Atlantic, Iowa, in July the same year, had 
a load of 1466 lbs. high grade Aberdeen. 
Angus steers which sold at $6.30. This was 
not the top price by 10 cents on that week's 
market, but we especially mention M; 
Wheatley’s consignment to note that this 
was the fifty-seventh load of cattle placed 
on the Chicago market that season by him, 


In November, Messrs. J. Evans & Son 
Emerson, Iowa, sold 99 head of Aberdeen. 
Angus crosses bred and fed by themselves, 
at $6.90 per cwt., the cattle averaging 135¢ 
lbs. At the same time a carload of Aber- 
deen-Angus grades, averaging 1401 lbs, 
marketed at Chicago by Mr. H. C. Hull, 
Mahaska county, lowa, brought $7.25, being 
the highest price of the year at that date. 


And here we must digress a little in or- 
der to bring out one of the highest compli- 
ments to the beef of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed that could possibly be paid. Ameri- 
can readers will know that the cattle bought 
for shipment to Britain toward the middle 
and end of November come into competition 
with the choicest beef of the year marketed 
in London from all parts of the United 
Kingdom, and especially from the north- 
eastern counties of Scotland, the home of 
the “Prime Scots.” It will therefore be 
seen that American beef must also be se- 
lected with especial care, both with the view 
of competing with the best that Britian can 
produce, and of meeting the enhanced de- 
mand for the best quality of beef which 
exists at that period of the year. It is 
therefore interesting to note that Mr. H.C. 
Hull’s 1401-lb. steers which brought the 
highest price at Chicago for the first eleven 
months of 1901, were purchased by the 
large tirm of Messrs. Doud & Keefer for 
shipment to the London market. Not only 
so, but in November that firm shipped for 
the London market in Britian 550 prime 
Christmas cattle, and of that number about 
five hundred were high grade Aberdeet-

colts; he loses sight of that phase of it in 
the joy that he gets out of owning some- 
thing of his own and the satisfaction that 
comes from being able to start a bank ac- 
count of his own to which small additions 
can be made when sales are effected. The 
boys who has a calf of his own to feed and 
fit and take to the local show or school 
fair is on a fair way to developing into a 
farmer whose ambition will be to own a 
herd of pure bred cattle. The farms on 
which the boys are growing up as a part of 
the business are the farms on which “dad” 
has given the lads a start with stock of 
their own. They were carried over the cri- 
tical period in this way until they reached 
an age when reason could show them the 
advantages that follow with the keeping of 
good live stock. Every farmer who can 
possibly afford it should take the boys into 
the business with him at an early age. 
Boys’ and girls’ clubs and calf clubs are 
doing a splendid work in interesting the 
boys in pure bred stock. The banks are to 
be commended for the part that they are 
playing in this movement in loaning money 
for the purchase of this stock. While this 
work has not been in vogue for a very long 
time in western Canada, many cases of boys 
who are making good in the stock business 
through a start obt. ned with the club have 
come to our notice. An Alberta boy re- 
ceived a pair of Yorkshire pigs three years 
ago through the pig club. He has been win- 
ning the bankers’ special prize at the fall 
fair in his local town each fall since and 
is now advertising pure bred boars and 
gilts for sale in one of the farm papers 
along with many of the veteran breeders. 
Naturally this lad is enthustiastic over the 
hog business and it will take something to 


drive him away from the farm. The work 
that these pig clubs and calf clubs are do- 
ing may take some time to bear fruit, but 
it will have a mighty effect in interesting 
the future farmers in the better class of 
stock. 

If there are no pig or calf clubs in your 
district it is up to you “dads” to make ev- 
ery effort to be the “club” yourselves and 
see that the boys get more out of the stock 
on the farm than the chores. Give each 
of the lads, providing of course there are 
not too many of them, one of the young 
things that are born this spring and see if 
it does not help in getting them interested. 
Get them to halter break the calves and 
colts when they are small, encourage them 
to fit them un for the school fairs which are 
now held in most districts. Lend a helping 
hand once in a while and see if you cannot 
make enthusiastic stockmen of them.—Far- 
mers’ Advocate and Home Journal, Winni- 
peg, Canada.
